During this last fiscal year Canada manufactured and exported 15,396 
motor trucks ag compared with only 3,720 the previous year, and passenger 
automobiles exported increased by over 9,000. i ‘ 

Canada’s flour mills in this last year sold 11,175,000 barrels of flour 
abroad, or 1,500,000 more barrels than a year ago.. In pulp and paper Can- 
ada exported $142,000,000, or $20,000,000 more than a year ago. In lumber- 
ing and mining, the same story of progress is recorded. . 

Wheat production in Canada last year totalled 474,000,000 bushels as
